Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3-9, 11-17, and19-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While forming 
a capacitance reducing region in a bluish-purple nitride laser is known in the art, as 
shown in previously cited art, the prior art does not teach forming the region in the 
shape of quadrangle with the edges of the region set back from the laser facet as 
required by the independent claims.
